Cer- 
tain portions of 2U other states and ter- 
ritories are or have been visited by 
this plagued It is impossible to know 
e\artly tlio iMMiters of infei tion in the 
state iu which this outbreak has oc- 
curred, and it is imposaible to tell nt 
what time the states that are now free 
may have an outbreak of this disease; 
anil, therefore, in order to proteet the 
animal industry of Kentucky, 

It Is Ordered by the State Live Stock 
Si.nitary Hoard of Kentucky that no 
laltle, sheep, other riiininants, or swine 
intended for stocher. feeder or breed 
iLg purposes shall be brought into the 
state of Kentucky from any state m 
ulii.li thi> disease' has existed, or iu 
which it exists at the present time; 
and this order shall be applieahle to any 
state In which an outbreak may here- 
after occur, when the fact becomes 
known and is cerlifled t" by the Hiireau 
of Animal Indu.stry at Washington. 

It Is Further Ordered that no sale* 
shall o. curr in public market places, or 
upon the streets in any city or jdace 
i" tlu' -talc of Kentn.'ky of any atoek 
er, feeder or breeding cattle, sheep, oher 
ruminants, or swine.
